MEMORIAL UNVEILED TO OLIVER A. DEAKIN 


A memorial was unveiled June 5 to the late Oliver A. Deakin, who for 

27 years had served the Department with distinction as a landscape 
architect. The memorial is located in the Madison Hill overlook on 

the state-owned section of the Garden State Parkway in Clark Township, 
Union County. The overlook is on the northbound roadway, north of Route 
27 near Milepost 134. Assistant Commissioner, Russell H. Mullen, princi- 
pal speaker at the ceremony, warmly praised Mr. Deakin for his pioneering 
efforts in the field of highway landscaping. Mr. Deakin, who lived at 
Holly Hill Farm, South Plainfield, had also served the Federal Government 
for five years in the Forest Service. He played an important role in 
selection of alignment of the Parkway so it would take advantage of 
natural features and vegetation. In 1941 when the Highway Department 
formed a new division to design and construct the parkway, Mr. Deakin 

was placed in charge of scenic design and landscaping. He also played 

a major role in the development of the New Jersey portion of the 
Palisades Interstate Parkway in Bergen County. 
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TRANSPORTATION ~- A SIX-MONTH APPRAISAL 


Commissioner David J. Goldberg last week addressed the Advertising Club 
of New Jersey in Newark on "Transportation - A Six-Month Appraisal." 
The Commissioner gave "a preliminary accounting" of the Department's 
first six months and "a look ahead at some of our future concerns." 


In the area of highways, he announced that in the first six months of 
this year, the Department will have entered into or advertised for more 
than $82 million in construction contracts and the total for the currene 
fiscal year will be at a record $130 million. 


The Department is gearing itself to meet its highway responsibilities and 
can guarantee construction of a modern freeway system in less than six 
years which would greatly reduce congestion in our urban areas assuming 
that adequate construction funds are made available at the proper time, 
the Commissioner said. 


Turning to the question of finances, he noted that the cost of solving 
our transportation problems at the present time far outstrips the 
resources that we are in a position to allocate to them. 


He reviewed efforts in the past decade to achieve financial solutions to 

our transportation problems. In 1959 Governor Meyner's proposal to use sur- 
plus Turnpike funds to finance railroad and highway programs was defeated at 
a public referendum and four years later voters also rejected a $475 million 
bond issue which Governor Hughes had urged for highway construction. 


While more than $100 million a year raised by highway user taxes in 

the state are being diverted for non-transportation purposes, the 
Commissioner doesn't believe this practice can be halted "without first 
determining how to handle the deficits which would be created in the 
areas where this money is now allocated. While our transportation 
problems are serious, I do not think they can be resolved at the expense | 
of other existing State programs," he said. 


The Commissioner also listed significant achievements by the Department 
in the area of public transportation.

of local roads within the State Aid Road System.
